1 ) Acknowledgement is made of Response received 1 1/1 0/2008.

Claims 1-5, 8 are under review. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3) Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as obvious over Webb (WO 98/43805). Webb 
discloses a paper product resulted from a process wherein paper is mixed with water, 
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deposited on a conveyor and compressed. Water is removed from the compressed 
mixture (Pages 9-12, Figures 1-7). 

In the event any differences can be shown for the product of the product-by- 
process claim 8, as opposed to the product taught by the reference Webb, such 
differences would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art as a routine 
modification of the product in the absence of a showing of unexpected results; see also 
In re Thome , 227 USPQ 964 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4) Claims 1 -5 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The primary reason for indicating allowable subject matter is that the cited prior 
art does not disclose: a process for making a paper product wherein paper particles 
mixed with water are deposited onto a first conveyor belt and then progressively forming 
the conveyor belt into an upwardly open U-shape configuration, progressively 
compressed using a second conveyor belt guided to progressively enter the first 
conveyor belt (claim 1); an apparatus for producing a paper product including a first 
conveyor belt, means for progressively form the first conveyor belt into an upwardly 
open U-shaped configuration, a second conveyor belt with means for progressively 
guiding the second conveyor belt into the first conveyor belt to progressively compact a 
mix of paper particles and water (claim 5).
